Sudden Change From Spring Back te 
Winter—Land and Sea Casualties 
—Dus to Gale and Snow — Coast 
Strewn With Wrecks—Entire King 
dom Swept From End to End—The 
Worst For Years. 

From bright sunny and springlike 
weather, with the parks and gardens 


gy with snowdrops and crocuses 
m te has this week been plun 


to the depths of winter with one 


of the worst and most devastating 
e@torms ever experienced throughout 
the United Kingdom. 

Widespread havoc has been caused 
on the land, with a considerable num- 
der of casualties, while all round these 
islands the coast is strewn with 
wreeked and disabled vessels. Life- 
non everywhere have had a busy 


e. 

The storm has been accompanied 
by twavy rains in some parts and by 
blinding snow in others. Even Lon- 
don has witnessed another heavy 
snowfall, though not quite so bad as 
the Inst, when traffic was so seriously 
interfered with. 

The wind at one time reached a ve- 
locity estimated at from eighty to one 
hhandred miles an hour, stripping the 
‘roofs and tossing the chimney pots 
about in all directions. The entire 
roof of one building, carrying with it 
@ mass of brick coping, was thrown 
anto Fleet street and some people were 
hurt. It is marvellous how many es- 
eaped with only a fright; still more 
marvellous nobody was killed.

Tablet Unveiled to John Macdonnell, 
Brock's Gallant . Aide-de-Camp: 


| The unveiling of" bronze memorial 
tablet to the memory of Lieut.-Col. L. 

John Macdonnell of Glengarry, Gen. 

Brock’s gallant nide-de-camp, at the 
| site of the old redan battery on the 

face of Queenston Heights, waa an 
jevent which made the visit of 
‘the 4Ist Regiment, Brockville Riftes,

cent Saturday Hug § aud marched

When the veil wns drawn aside Mra. 
Fisched, wife of the Lieut.-Col. com- 
manding the 41st Regiment, marched 
forward and on behalf of the Brock- 
ville Chapter, Daughters of the Em- 
pire, placed a wreath of ivy and im- 
mortells upon it. The silver band of 
the 41st Regiment played the British

# te Best to Examine Clothes Going 
to Wash. 

Actumulations tu pockets should be 
looked for. Tobacco allowed to remain 
ta a tnan’s Walstcuut pocket may cause 
Q stuin in the process of washing which 
frretrievably domuges the waistcoat. 

All pins shout! be carefully removed 
before clothes are sent to the lauudry. 
Failure to do this may quite ensily 
bring about blond polsoning, -from 
which fatal conseyuences are not In- 
frequent. 

Hooks should always be rust proof, 
or the blouse or other article upon 
which they ure sewed is quite likely to 
be spoiled. 

Many delicately tinted and daintily 

trimmed blouses, usually sent to a 
cleaner, can be Inundered to perfec- 
tion, but it behooves the customer to 
tinderstund that in such cases the iron- 
ers who take this difficult and tedious 
work in hand require proper compen- 
eotion. 
“If stains caused by tea and coffee, 
Wine, etc,, are to be removed, it is nal- 
ways best to mention this fact in the 
book, for no self respecting laundry 
uses chemicals unless anectally asked 
to do so. The needful process will be: 
undertaken at the customer's own risk 
only. 

Lace curtains ought never to be kept 
up till very dirty. If sent after long 
exposure to strong sunlight, it is quite 
tikely that they will almost fall to 
pleces when starched, 

Nor should needful mending be for- 
gotten, for it is inconsiderate to send a 
tattered garment to the laundry and 
expect it to be returned in no worse 
conditkon., 

One of the sorter's principal duties is 
to note with a ine of cored cotton. 
every tear and hole, but after a little 
tuought ft Is obvious that this task can 
only be superficiniiy carried out in the 
Press of business. It follows, there- 
fore, that n vast amount of mending ft 
undertaken at the luundry which In 
reality should be done at home, and, 
however agreeable a method this may 
prove to customers, It makes the labors 
of the laundry mending unduly oner- 
ous,

And whereas the Calgary & Edmonton Land 
Company has offered to enter into an agree: 
ment with the said Town of Didsbury for the 
sale to the said Town ofa portion of the North- 
East quarter of Section Thirteen (13), Town:
